Charles W . Morse Now Indicted on 


Perj ury Charge. 
New York, Feb. 18 .—The legal en­ 
tanglem ents of Charles W. Morse, for­ 
m er banker and promoter, are multi­ 
plying. 
A third indictment, alleging 
perjury by Mr. Morse during an ex am­ 
ination before the grand jury, was 
found by the special grand jury a 
short time after he had appeared in 
court to answer the two indictments 
found against him last w*eek, charging 
him with grand larceny. Another turn 
in the case was the serving on Philip 
Britt, counsel for Mr. Morse, of sum­ 
monses In two actions brought against 
the former banker. 
The complaints 
in these suits have not yet been filed, 
but it was ex plained that they relate 
to stock transactions which occurred 
some time ago.

1st. 1908.

436, Paragraph 3. 
A reasonable time will be allowed publishers to secure renew­ 
als of subscriptions, but unless subscriptions are ex pressly renewed 
after the term of which they are paid, within the following perioejs: 
Dailies, 
within 
three 
months; 
Semi-Weeklies, within nine months; 
They shall not be counted in the legitmate list of subscribers, and cop- 
pies mailed on account thereof shall not be aocepted for mailing at the 
second 
class 
rate of postage of one cent a pound, but 
may be 
mailed at the transient rate of one cent for each copy, prepaid by 
stamps affix ed. 
The right of a publisher to ex tend credit for subscrip­ 
tions is not denied or q uestioned, but his compliance or non-compli­ 
ance with this regulation will be taken into consideration in determ in­ 
ing whether the publication is entitled to transmission at the second- 
class postage rates.

I asked what w as 
the meaning of the word “caressed,” 
and the answ er came at once, “ Made 
of fond led.” 
On referring to the list of words a t 
the top of the page I found the ex ­ 
planation given was, “made of, fon­ 
dled.” 
W ishing to find out if any child in 
the class had got a glimmering of the 
m eaning, I went from top to bottom 
and got from every child nothing but 
“m ade of fond led,” pronounced as four 
words, to which they attached no mean­ 
ing whatever. 
The teacher was surprised th at I was 
not satisfied with the intelligence of 
the teaching.

SCALD PIG WITH HOT WATER 


"We Must Arouse, Awaken and 


Cheer People to Christ with a 


Created Atmosphere" 


Another large audience 
filled the 
main auditorium of the First Presby­ 
terian church last night and heard 
Evangelist Willis speak on “ Pleasing 
God.” 
It was one of the best sermons 
he has delivered since conrng to this 
city, and at^ the close of the meeting 
a deal of religious fervor was exem­ 
plified and was marked with prayerful 
solemnity. 
2 “ It’s a great thing to be a Christian 
and lead such a life as to canse a sin­ 
ner to be'ashamed of himself,” said 
the speaker, “ so he will halt in his 
wicked 
wavs, 
turn around, right 
about face and march in the right 
path. 
Life[is made up of two import­ 
ant 
things—reaping 
and rejoicing, 
when we live a life of righteousness. 
A consistent Christian is the greatest 
thing in the world. 
“ Many souls are won by the charm 
of good example and it behoo^ e^ all of 
us to so conduct ourselves and let our 
light so shine that it may brighten 
the lives of those outside the pale of 
Christianity. ” 
Mr. Willis is a man’ who believes in 
creating enthusiasm and stirring men's 
souls when asking them to come to 
Jesus. 
Many dramatic situations and 
an atmosphere is created by rousing 
singing— a departure 
from the old 
Presbyterian ways —and striking epi­ 
grams and aphorisms after the order 
cf Sam Small and Sam Jones. 
“ Church activity is the little magnet 
which draws people outside the church 
into them,” said the evangelist. 
“ We must cheer people on to Christ 
as the spectators cheer the contestants 
in an event for physical supremacy. 
It’s no use to scald a pig 
until the 
water is hot: neither must we expQct. 
to get people into the church while 
they are in a lukewarm condition ” 
“ We should pray without ceasing,” 
said 
Mr. 
Willis 
“ Shame 
on yon 
mothers if your children [have never 
heard you pray. 
Oh, for some of the 
fathers and mothers of many years 
ago. 
The trouble nowaday is that our 
churches are filled with ‘ wishy-well’ 
people—ninety-five per cent wishbone, 
and five per cent backbone. 
We need 
more backbone. 
We must pray and we 
must get closer to the sinners. Why, 
the teperature is so low in most of our 
churches that the pine wood feels like 
it is on ice ” 
The meetings will 
continue every 
night this week, beginning at seven 
thirty o’clock. 
Mr. Willis will sing 
a solo at each service. 
Bible meetings 
are held every afternoon in the church 
parlors.
